Briley 
said

violators, we also want to 
educate them so they will not 
continue to be violators. So, 
sometimes tickets will be 
written. But other times the 


violator will be stopped and 
told what he has done wrong 
and then given educational 
literature so he will know the 
correct way to drive in the 
future ” 
Briley said the program s 
emphasis ’.s on safety. 
“There is a difference be­ 
tween a safety campaign 


and a ticket writing cam ­ 
paign.” he said. 
Officers at the selected 
intersections, to be a n ­ 
nounced to the public rn 
advance, will fill out daily 
activity reports explaining 
the how and the why of ac­ 
cidents they witness or in­ 
vestigate. 


Violators will be provided 
with a Selective Traffic En- 
f o r c e m e n t 
P r o g r a m 
brochure explaining the 
program, its rationale and 
goals. 
“We feel this multipurpose 
program is the real answer 
to better driving on our city 
streets,” Briley said.

Use of VRMs Urged 


Public 
acceptance 
of 
variable-rate 
m ortgages 
(VRMs) would do so much 
good for housing and the 
economy 
that 
the 
idea 
deserves a chance to prove 
itself in the marketplace, the 
head of the nation’s largest 
savings and loan trade group 
asserted today. 
Lloyd S. Bowles, president 
of the United States League 
of Savings Assn., said that if 
enough home-buyers are 
willing to accept variable- 
rate loans, “we will have 
taken a big first step toward 
ending the ‘feast or famine’ 
money cycles that have 
plagued housing since 1966. 
“ The 
stability 
which 
VRMs could bring to the 
m ortgage m arket would 
benefit everyone involved 
with housing, real estate and 
such allied businesses as 
lum ber 
and 
home 
a p ­ 
pliances,” 
Bowles 
con 
tinued. 
“These are all businesses 
seriously depressed to one 
degree or another because 
home loan funds ‘dried up' 
last year. 
“ It would also benefit 
savers at thrift institutions 
and all present homeowners 
concerned 
with 
the 
possibility 
that 
prolonged 
shortages 
of 
m ortgage 
money would reduce home 
values.” 
Bowles’ statement was in 
support of a recent proposal 
by the Federal Home Ix>an 
Bank Board to allow federal 
savings associations to start 
making home loans with 
fluctuating interest 
rates. 
The rates would be tied to an 
FHLB-approved index of 
money rates not under the 
lender’s control. 


With VRMs in their port­ 
folios, thrift institutions 
would be able to increase 
their earnings faster when 
interest rates are rising, 
allowing them to pay higher 
savings rates. As it is now. 
their earnings are held down 
by old, low-rate loans and 
they lose savings to higher- 
paying investments. 
Bowles, who is chairman 
and president of Dallas 
Federal Savings and Loan 
Assn., noted that public 
acceptance of VRMs would 
also tend to reduce mortgage 
rates 
to 
new 
borrowers. 
Lenders could meet some 
rising costs through VRMs 
rather than being forced to 
recover all of them from new 
home loans. 
And he said that during 
inflationary 
times, 
VRMs 
would provide additional 
mortgage money by giving 
borrowers an incentive to 
pay ahead 
Moreover, 
if 
VRMs prove themselves, 
other lending institutions 
will start 
making more 
mortgages. 
“ As a 
result,” 
Bowles 
went on, “ a lot more money 
will remain in thrift in­ 
stitutions and the mortgage 
market when rates go up 
sharply, 
avoiding 
a 
repetition 
of 
the 
‘money 
drought' that brought real 
estate 
and 
home 
con 
struction to a virtual stand­ 
still in many areas last year. 
“Layoffs stemming from 
last y e a r ’s tight money 
market contributed to the 
general economy’s slide as 
the year drew to a close. But 
public acceptance of VRMs 
could go a long way toward 
creating a sustained housing 
revival ” 


Bowles said VRMs arc 
comm onplace in Canada 
Great Britain and some 
other countries. Under the 
FHLB’s proposal, the rate 
could be changed no more 
than 21 ^ percent up or down 
during the life of the loan, 
and there could be no change 
of more than h of one per­ 
cent every six months. 
“Until VRMs are given a 
trial we don't even know if 
the 
public 
will 
buy 
the 
concept,” Bowles observed. 
“To get the public to ac­ 
cept VRMs, it is likely that 
lenders will have to give 
borrow ers 
some 
in­ 
ducem ent, perhaps more 
generous mortgage terms or 
a lower rate than the fixed 
rate. 
“ Even if the public does 
accept VRMs. there is little 
chance they would become 
the predominant mortgage 
overnight. They are intended 
to 
supplement, 
not 
to 
replace, the fixed-rate loan, 
and of course none of the 
currently outstanding fixed- 
rate mortgages would be 
affected.” 
“The alternative to VRMs 
could be future ‘money 
crunches’ which would force 
lenders to avoid making any 
long-term 
com m itm ents, 
perhaps protecting th em ­ 
selves to developing some 
new form of the short-term 
m ortgage note.” Bowles 
concluded.
